Tips on Worthwhile Vacations

A memorable family vacati 


thing wage-earning families dream about all year but find 


difficult to achieve on the avera 
transportation and other items 
families limit themselves to one 
not every year. 

It’s significafit that even the 
Heller Committee’s “reasonable 
and acceptable” budget stand- 
ard for a wage-earner family 
of four which requires an in- 
come of over $100 a week com- 
pared to the actual average in- 
dustrial wage of about $79, is 
able to allow only $34 for vaca- 
tion. This modest allowance is 
based on the rent for a house- 
keeping cabin or tent for one 
week. ; 

Because worthwhile vacations 
are out of reach of many work- 
and cooperative vacation proj- 
ects are on the increase. Often 
these projects are richer in ex- 
perience and value as well as 
lower in cost than commercial- 
ized recreation. 

Too, more families are now 
using national and state-park 
camping facilities. Camping va- 
cations in the state parks have 
increased 75 percent in the past 

three years, the National As- 
sociation of Travel Organiza- 
_tions reports, because of the 
‘écondmy of tenting holidays. 
State park commissions at the 
various state capitals can give 
you information on their parks 
and camping facilities. For in- 
formation on facilities in na- 
tional parks and forests, write 


to Forest Service, U. S. Agricul-, 


ture Department, and to Na- 
tional Park Service, U. S. De- 
partment of Interior, both at 
Washington 25, D. C. 


Another interesting low-cost 
vacation possibility is the co- 
operative recreation facilities 
and trips sponsored by the la- 
bor-endorsed American Youth 
Hostel movement, in which a 
growing number of trade-union 
members are participating. The 
youth hostels and their activi- 
ties are not only for young peo- 
ple but are increasingly usec 
for family trips and weekends 
Frank Harris, director of the 
AYH Metropolitan New York 
Council, reports.

Win Against NLRB 


WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
The U. S. Court of Appeals has 
slapped down an NLRB ruling 
that peaceful pickets can be 
penalized for the strike vio- 
lence of others. . 

Hailed as an important vic- 
tory for labor, the decision of 
a three-man court overturned 
the board ruling that refused 
reinstatement to workers who 
continued to picket peacefully 
during incidents of violence, 

The decision stems from the 
efforts of the Ladies Garment 
Workers to organize the B.V.D. 
plant at Pascagoula, Miss. Dur- 
ing the campaign and subse- 
quent strike 46 workers were 
fired and later denied rein- 
statement by the NLRB.
